NBC  Newsmen  to  Examine  1962  Election  Stakes  in  Finale 

Of  "The  Campaign  and  the  Candidates"  Series  | 

The  stakes  in  the  1962  elections  will  be  examined  by  NBC  News 
correspondents  Monday,  Nov.  5  (10:30-11  p.m.  EST)  in  the  final  program 
of  "The  Campaign  and  the  Candidates"  series  of  eight  pre-election 
programs  on  the  NBC -TV  Network. 

This  program,  titled  "What's  at  Stake?,"  will  feature  newsmen 
in  the  same  important  assignments  they  will  have  Tuesday,  Nov.  6  in  NBC 
News'  coverage  of  the  elections.  Chet  Huntley  and  Da^id  Brinkley  will 
be  anchormen.  Regional  reporters  will  be  Sander  Vanocur  for  the  East, 
Frank  McGee  for  the  South,  Merrill  Mueller  for  the  Midwest  and  John 
Chancellor  for  the  West.  Ray  Scherer  will  describe  the  NBC  News’  "Dew¬ 
line"  reporting  system  of  getting  significant  and  substantial  returns 
in  six  key  states  shortly  after  the  polls  close.  Richard  Harkness  will 
explain  how  RCA  computers  will  be  used  to  determine  election  trends. 

"What's  at  Stake?"  will  originate  in  NBC’s  Election  Central 
in  Studio  8-H,  RCA  Building,  New  York  City,  which  will  be  the  head¬ 
quarters  for  the  Election  Night  coverage. 

The  stakes  to  be  covered  in  this  program  will  include: 

The  Republican  Presidential  candidacy  in  1964.  At  least  four 
men  considered  to  be  of  Presidential  timber  are  seeking  the  office  of 
governor  --  Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  in  New  York,  Richard  M.  Nixon  in 
California,  George  B.  Romney  in  Michigan  and  William  W.  Scranton  in 
Pennsylvania.  How  they  fare  will  determine  in  part  their  chances  to  be 
the  Republican  standard-bearer  in  the  1964  Presidential  election.

President  Kennedy's  foreign  policy.  The  voters '  approval 
or  disapproval  of  the  President's  foreign  policy  will  be  reflected  in 
their  support  of  the  Democrats  backing  his  actions.  The  U.  S.  "image" 
abroad  also  will  be  affected  by  the  Administration's  popularity  at 
home . 

Control  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives.  Thirty- 
nine  Senate  seats  and  the  435  seats  in  the  House  are  being  contested. 

"What’s  at  Stake?"  will  be  produced  by  Reuven  Frank,  who  will 
also  produce  the  television  coverage  Election  Night.

Mrs.  John  F.  Kennedy,  former  President  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower 
and  Mrs.  Eisenhower  will  be  seen  in  the  NBC  News  full-hour  special  on 
the  National  Cultural  Center  in  Washington , to  be  broadcast  in  color  on 
the  NBC -TV  Network  Sunday,  Nov.  11  (4:30  p.m.  EST). 

The  filmed  program  is  titled,  "A  Stage  for  Excellence:  The 
National  Cultural  Center." 

Mrs.  Kennedy  and  Mrs.  Eisenhower  are  honorary  co-chairmen  of 
the  center,  described  by  Mrs.  Kennedy  as  a  "national  stage"  for 
professional  and  non-professional  talent  of  all  50  states  and  for 
visiting  artists  from  abroad. 

The  First  Lady  was  filmed  in  the  White  House  with  NBC  News 
correspondent  Sander  Vanocur,  discussing  the  value  of  the  proposed 
new  center  to  Americans  and  explaining  its  importance  as  a  living  symbol 
of  this  country’s  appreciation  of  the  arts.  Mrs.  Kennedy  introduces 
different  examples  of  professional  and  non-professional  entertainers 
who  will  eventually  perform  at  the  Center.  As  previously  announced, 
they  include  Maha.lia  Jackson,  Robert  Frost,  Emlyn  Williams  and  Albert 
Dekker,  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  the  Bolshoi  Ballet,  the  Mormon 
Tabernacle  Choir  and  the  University  of  Minnesota  Players.

The  center  will  include  an  opera  house,  a  concert  hall,  a 
theatre  and  a  roof  garden,  all  in  one  colonnaded  building.  The  site 
was  donated  by  Congress  which  stipulated  that  construction  costs  be 
met  by  contributions  of  the  American  people.

NBC  NEWS  PROTESTS  TO  DEPARTMENT  OF  DEFENSE  AGAINST 
RESTRICTIONS  ON  ‘FREE  FLOW  OF  INFORMATION* 

William  R.  McAndrew,  Executive  Vice  President,  NBC  News, 
in  a  telegram  to  Arthur  Sylvester,  Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense 
for  Public  Affairs,  said  NBC  News  "objects  most  strenuously"  to  the 
Defense  Department’s  restrictions  on  "the  free  flow  of  information 
to  the  American  public." 

Text  of  the  telegram  follows: 

"NBC  News  objects  most  strenuously  to 
limitations  imposed  by  the  Department  of  Defense 
upon  the  free  flow  of  information  to  the  American 
public.  It  should  be  abundantly  clear  that  manipula¬ 
tion  and  control  of  the  news  by  our  government,  however 
admirable  the  motive,  is  a  dangerous  device,  not  only 
alien  to  our  democratic  tradition  but  destructive  of 
the  very  freedoms  we  are  striving  to  preserve.  We 
urgently  request  that  the  restrictions  that  have 
been  placed  on  free  and  independent  gathering  and 
reporting  of  information  be  completely  and  promptly 
removed. "

LIST  FOR  FIRST  TIME  WITH  SALE  OF  'BONANZA 1  EPISODES 

NBC  International ,  for  the  first  time,  includes  the 
Dominican  Republic  on  its  list  of  foreign  markets.  "Bonanza"  (broad¬ 
cast  in  color  Sunday  nights  on  the  NBC-TV  Network)  will  be  sponsored 
in  Santo  Domingo  by  the  Texaco  Oil  Company. 

The  transaction  for  39  Spanish  language  episodes  of 
"Bonanza"  was  closed  in  New  York  by  NBC  International  and  Benton  & 
Bowles,  the  advertising  agency  for  Texaco  in  the  Dominican  Republic. 

Other  Latin  American  countries  where  NBC  International  has 
already  sold  "Bonanza"  are  Argentina,  Colombia,  Costa  Rica,  Mexico, 
Panama,  Peru,  Puerto  Rico  and  Uruguay.

Hoppy  rides  across  the  Fresno,  Calif.,  home  screens  for  the 
10th  consecutive  year  with  the  same  sponsor. 

The  Producers 1  Dairy  Association  has  just  signed  with  NBC 
Films  to  renew  the  "Hopalong  Cassidy"  series  for  another  go-around,  thus 
establishing  a  decade  of  show-and-sponsor  teamwork.  The  programs  will 
be  televised  on  station  KJEO-TV. 

Clifford  Ogden,  NBC  Films’  chief  of  sales  on  the  West  Coast, 
negotiated  the  renewal,  a  habit  he  has  developed  since  he  originally 
sold  Hoppy  to  Producers’  Dairy  Association  in  1953  for  the  Fresno  market. 
Another  familiar  note  in  the  distributor-sponsor-program-market  trans¬ 
action  is  station  KJEO-TV,  which  has  carried  the  series  for  all  but  two 
of  this  10-year  saga  in  Fresno. 

Mr.  Odgen  said:  "Talk  about  sponsor-identification.'  Every 
woman  and  child  in  Fresno  thinks  about  Hoppy  each  time  they  sip  a  glass 
of  milk,  or  thinks  about  a  glass  of  milk  each  time  they  see  Hoppy." 

"Hopalong  Cassidy"  stars  William  Boyd  in  the  title  role  and 
is  available  in  47  full-hour  episodes  and  52  half-hour  episodes.  They 
can  be  scheduled  in  various  combinations,  alternating  the  60-minute 
editions  with  any  two  of  the  shorter  segments.

Program  to  Mark  Its  15th  TV  Anniversary 

Four  ambassadors,  the  prime  minister  of  India  and  the  former 
President  of  the  Philippines  have  written  producer  Lawrence  E.  Spivak 
letters  of  commendation  on  the  15th  TV  anniversary  of  his  NBC  series 
"Meet  the  Press." 

"Meet  the  Press"  will  mark  its  15th  anniversary  Sunday, 

Nov.  11  with  James  A.  Farley  as  guest.  He  had  appeared  on  the  first 
TV  "Meet  the  Press"  Nov.  6,  1947.  (The  program  is  broadcast,  in  color, 
on  NBC-TV  at  6  p.m.  EST,  and  on  NBC  Radio  at  6:30  p.m.  EST.)

HO W  NBC  NEWS  PRESENTED  FULL,  FAST  AND  FACTUAL  ELECTION  RETURNS 
More  Than  Half  of  Network  TV  Audience  in  U.S.  Was  Tuned  to  NBC -TV; 

NBC  'Dewline'  Reporting  Scored  on  Both  TV  and  Radio 

Nearly  half  of  all  Americans  viewing  network  election  coverage 
Tuesday  night  watched  NBC-TV  as  it  led  the  way  in  10  hours  of  programming 
with  full,  fast  and  factual  reporting  of  returns,  accurate  projections 
of  the  results,  and  clear  interpretations  of  what  the  vote  would  mean. 

The  coverage  by  Chet  Huntley,  David  Brinkley  and  some  3>700 
other  correspondents,  special  reporters,  tabulators  and  technicians 
attracted  an  audience  nearly  as  large  as  the  other  two  networks  combined, 
according  to  the  National  Arbitron  rating  service.  The  figures  showed 
NBC  with  a  21.5  rating  and  a  48  share  of  the  three -network  audience, 
while  CBS  had  a  15.6  rating  and  a  35  share,  and  ABC  a  7.3  rating  and  a 
17  share. 

The  NBC  News  "Dewline"  reporting  system,  which  placed  reporters 
in  hundreds  of  precincts  in  six  key  states,  gave  the  NBC  Television  and 
Radio  Networks  an  early  lead  in  tabulating  returns.  By  7:40  p.m.  EST, 

NBC  was  reporting  Abraham  Ribicoff  with  144,875  votes,  while  CBS  gave 
him  only  64,875  and  ABC  only  72,468.  Similarly,  at  8:18  p.m.  EST,  the 
NBC  News  "Decision  Desk"  declared  Governor  Nelson  Rockefeller  and 
Senator  Jacob  Javits,  both  Republicans,  re-elected  in  New  York.  At  the 
same  time,  CBS  was  reporting  Rockefeller's  Democratic  opponent  Robert 

Morgenthau,  as  running  ahead  by  37 ,000  votes.

In  14  pivotal  states,  where  NBC  News  stationed  reporters  in 
every  county,  the  network  again  leaped  ahead  early  in  the  evening.  In 
the  gubernatorial  race  in  Maryland,  for  example,  NBC  reported  incumbent 
Democrat  J.  Millard  Tawes  with  57,628  votes  at  8:40  p.m.  EST,  when  CBS 
counted  only  20,557  and  ABC  only  23,570.  In  Ohio,  the  NBC  margin  at 
7:46  p.m.  EST  was  6,810  votes  for  Republican  James  A.  Rhodes,  compared 
to  only  181  compiled  by  CBS  for  the  same  candidate. 

The  RCA  computer  systems  center  at  Cherry  Hill,  N.J.,  meanwhile, 
was  using  the  early  returns  to  project  the  final  results.  As  early  as 
8:15  p.m.  EST,  RCA  computers  projected  a  plurality  of  500,000  for 
Rockefeller.  Just  12  hours  later,  on  NBC's  "Today "  program,  the  actual 
tabulations  of  the  vote  gave  the  Governor  a  plurality  of  508,484.  Not 
long  after  what  David  Brinkley  called  their  "9:30  feeding,"  the  RCA 
computers  projected  the  victory  of  gubernatorial  candidate  George  Romney 
with  50.5  percent  of  the  returns  in  Michigan. 

From  11:18  p.m.  EST,  the  computers  consistently  projected  re- 
election  for  Governor  Edmund  (Pat)  Brown  in  California,  even  though  the 
early  returns  showed  Richard  Nixon  ahead. 

At  12:21  a.m.  EST,  the  RCA  "Operation  Ballot"  computers  pro¬ 
jected  the  new  Senate  within  one  seat  of  the  standings  as  they  were 
shown  hours  later.  The  computers  projected  a  Senate  with  67  Democrats 
and  33  Republicans.  At  12:02  a.m.  EST,  the  computers  projected  the  House 
makeup  within  two  seats  of  the  count  indicated  much  later,  a  projection 
of  26l  seats  for  the  Democrats  and  174  seats  for  the  Republicans. 

At  1:17  P.m.  EST  on  NBC-TV  and  at  1:19  p.m.  on  NBC  Radio  today 
(Wednesday,  Nov.  7),  NBC  News  presented  a  bulletin  that  former  Vice 
President  Richard  M.  Nixon  had  conceded  victory  to  Edmund  G.  (Pat)  Brown 
in  the  governor's  race  in  California.  The  announcement  was  made  through 
Nixon's  press  chief.

Analysis  and  interpretation  of  the  vote  were  provided  by 
Huntley,  Brinkley  and  other  NBC  Newsmen.  Four  regional  correspondents  -- 
Sander  Vanocur  (East),  Frank  McGee  (South),  Merrill  Mueller  (Midwest) 
and  John  Chancellor  (Far  West)  --  appeared  on  the  "Today"  show  Wednesday 
morning  after  their  all-night  stint  to  discuss  the  reasons  why  the 
Democrats  held  or  bettered  their  positions  around  the  country  --  an 
unusual  feat  for  the  party-in-power  in  an  off-year  election.  Chancellor 
offered  the  view  that  in  i960  John  F.  Kennedy,  unlike  better-known 
Presidential  candidates,  had  not  swept  Democrats  into  office  with  him  and 
thus  the  party  had  "little  fat  to  cut  away." 

The  NBC  News  vote -gathering  system,  believed  to  be  the  largest 
communications  complex  ever  assembled  for  a  single  news  event,  included 
some  8,000  telephones  and  70,000  miles  of  telephone  lines.  For  two  key 
states,  not  even  phones  were  fast  enough  to  satisfy  NBC  News.  In 
California  and  Michigan,  the  network  used  direct  video  circuits 
which  transmitted  pictures  of  vote-tally  boards  to  New  York  where  they 
were  put  directly  on  the  network. 

The  NBC -TV  programming,  which  began  Tuesday  at  7  p.ro.  EST,  ended 
Wednesday  morning  at  5  a.m.,  then  resumed  with  the  "Today"  program 
(7-9  a.m.  EST),  was  produced  by  Reuven  Frank.  The  NBC  Radio  programming, 
which  began  at  7:05  p.m.  EST  and  ended  next  morning  at  5  a.m.  EST,  was 
produced  by  Russ  Tornabene.  The  coverage  was  supervised  by  William  R. 
McAndrew,  Executive  Vice  President,  NBC  News,  and  Julian  Goodman,  Vice 
President,  NBC  News.  NBC's  election  chief  was  Elmer  W.  Lower,  General

For  Dr.  Mulder,  whose  routine  Is  36  hours  on  duty  and  eight 
hours  off,  Bellevue’s  Emergency  Ward  is  his  classroom  and  the  patients 
who  come  through  its  doors  in  a  never  ending  stream  are  his  "textbooks." 
Dr.  Mulder,  in  his  first  year  of  internship,  is  watched  and  guided  by 
the  first-year  resident.  Dr.  Richard  Lewis,  who  is  watched  and  guided 
alike  by  the  house  resident.  Dr.  Raymond  Turner  --  all  under  super¬ 
vision  of  the  chief  resident.  Dr.  Peter  Mott.  Over  the  entire  group 
is  Dr.  Charles  A.  Ragan  Jr.,  director  and  visiting  physician  of 
Columbia  University's  First  Medical  Division. 

These  physicians,  along  with  nurses,  patients  and  medical 
students  at  Bellevue,  are  the  figures  in  a  real-life  drama  which  is  some¬ 
times  tragic,  often  inspiring,  occasionally  humorous. 

"Emergency  Ward"  shows  Dr.  Mulder's  first  unsuccessful  case  -- 
a  middle-aged  man,  brought  in  unconscious  with  a  brain  injury,  who 
dies  despite  valiant  efforts  to  save  him. 

It  shows  another  patient  who  rejects  Dr.  Mulder's  advice  to 
undergo  surgery  which  can  save  his  life,  because  the  operation  may 
leave  him  disabled. 

The  program  records  a  typical  night  in  the  busy  ward  in  which 
Dr.  Mulder  works  at  his  utmost  capacity.  In  lighter  segments,  it 
shows  the  young  physician  during  morning  ward  rounds  and  afternoon 
out-patient  clinic. 

As  a  dramatic  climax,  "Emergency  Ward"  pictures  the  team 
effort  to  save  a  man  with  an  acute  heart  attack  --  a  crucial  15- 
minute  life  and  death  battle.

A  story  of  human  heredity,  "The  Thread  of  Life,"  will  be 
repeated  on  the  "Bell  System  Science  Series"  Sunday,  Dec.  16  (NBC-TV 
color  broadcast,  5-6  p.m.  EST).  Dr.  Frank  Baxter  is  guide  in  all  broad¬ 
casts  of  this  science  series.  Live  action,  scientific  documentary  film, 
animated  diagrams,  charts  and  models  are  used  to  tell  about  the 
complicated  processes  of  human  heredity. 

The  program  traces  the  development  of  the  science  of  genetics 
in  relation  to  plants,  to  animals  and  finally  to  human  beings.  It  was 
prepared  by  a  committee  of  scientists  and  was  produced  for  this  series 
by  Warner  Brothers,  with  Owen  Crump  as  producer  and  director. 

"The  Thread  of  Life"  shows  how  human  life  begins  with  a  cell 
no  larger  than  the  dot  made  on  paper  by  the  point  of  a  sharp  pencil. 
Within  that  cell  when  it  has  been  fertilized  are  23  pairs  of  chromosomes, 
and  on  each  chromosome  are  hundreds  of  genes,  like  beads  on  a  string. 

As  the  original  cell  divides  and  subdivides  into  the  trillions  of  cells 
that  make  up  a  human  body,  the  genes  and  chromosomes  divide,  too,  so  that 
the  same  genes  and  chromosomes  go  into  each  new  cell  and  govern  its 
development . 

A  highlight  of  the  program  is  the  showing  of  part  of  a  model  of 

a  DNA  molecule  (deoxyribonucleic  acid),  which  many  scientists  now 

believe  may  hold  the  deepest  secrets  of  the  mechanisms  of  heredity.  DNA 

molecules  are  so  small  that  they  can  be  seen  only  through  an  electron

One  of  the  most  honored  programs  ever  televised,  "Van  Gogh" 
already  had  won  three  major  awards.  This  NBC  News  program  received  an 
Emmy  Award  for  its  writer-producer,  Lou  Hazam,  whose  next  production, 
"Shakespeare:  Soul  of  an  Age,"  will  be  broadcast  in  color  on  the  NBC-TV 
Network  Friday,  Nov.  30  (7:30-8:30  p.m.  EST).  Other  "Van  Gogh"  honors 
were  the  George  Foster  Peabody  Award  and  a  citation  by  the  National 
Association  for  Better  Radio  and  Television  as  the  best  single  program 
of  the  year. 

The  new  honors  conferred  on  the  "Van  Gogh"  program  were 
Certificates  of  Merit  from  the  Vancouver  International  Film  Festival, 
the  Edinburgh  Film  Festival  and  the  Venice  Film  Festival.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  program  was  declared  a  Golden  Eagle  Award  winner,  signifying 
that  it  has  been  selected  to  be  shown  overseas.  The  full-hour  special 
color  program  was  presented  on  NBC-TV  Nov.  17,  1961. 

The  awards  to  NBC  "Project  20"  were  received  by  James  Nelson, 
manager  of  NBC  Special  Projects,  which  produces  the  "Project  20" 
programs.  They  included  a  Certificate  of  Merit  to  "The  Real  West"

"Mark  Twain's  America,"  another  "Project  20"  program,  received 
a  citation  in  the  cultural  film  category  from  the  Fifth  Festival 
Internacional  of  Montevideo,  Uruguay.  "Mark  Twain's  America"  was  first 
broadcast  by  NBC-TV  April  22,  i960. 

Donald  B.  Hyatt  was  producer  and  Robert  Garthwaite  associate 
producer  of  both  programs,  and  Daniel  Jones  was  chief  researcher. 

Robert  Russell  Bennett  composed  and  conducted  the  original  scores, 
Richard  Hanser  wrote  the  script  for  "Mark  Twain's  America,"  and 
Philip  Reisman  Jr.  was  the  writer  for  "The  Real  West."

Pull-Hour  'Project  20'  Program  on  NBC-TV  Will  Present 
'Warm  and  Affectionate'  Story  of  Star  as  His 
Closest  Friends  and  Family  Knew  Him

Gary  Cooper,  still  fresh  in  the  affections  of  tens  of 
millions,  will  be  the  subject  of  a  full-hour  "Project  20"  program  on  the 
NBC-TV  Network  this  season,  Donald  B.  Hyatt,  producer-director  of 
"Project  20,"  announced  today. 

The  television  portrait  titled  "Gary  Cooper--Tall  American, " 
will  be  broadcast  Tuesday,  March  26,  from  7:30  to  8:30  p.m.  EST,  under 
sponsorship  of  the  Savings  and  Loan  Foundation.  Hyatt  will  produce 
and  direct  the  program,  and  Robert  Garthwaite  will  be  associate  producer. 
Richard  Hanser  will  write  the  script  and  Robert  Russell  Bennett  will 
compose  the  orchestral  score. 

Cooper  will  be  portrayed  as  representing  "something 
peculiarly  American,"  according  to  Hyatt.  "His  screen  personality 
symbolized  the  true  spirit  of  the  American  for  millions  here  and 
abroad.  Our  aim  is  to  show  not  just  the  world-renowned  actor,  a 
Hollywood  phenomenon,  but  a  man  who  was  a  kind  of  international 
archetype  of  the  American  character  at  its  best." 

The  new  production  springs  from  the  "Project  20"  unit's 
"deep  personal  involvement"  with  Gary  Cooper,  Hyatt  said.  "The  last 
thing  he  did  was  for  us  --  'The  Real  West.'  It  was  a  labor  of  love 
for  him  and  a  fitting  last  testament,  reflecting  as  it  did  a  life-long 
interest  in  the  history  of  the  American  frontier  that  stemmed  from  his

own  early  days  in  Montana.  He  himself  was  delighted  with  it,  and  felt 
that  if  it  had  to  be  one  last  thing  he  would  do,  this  was  it." 

It  was  Cooper's  first  and  only  major  television  appearance, 
and  it  turned  out  to  be  his  last  performance  before  the  cameras.  The 
program  and  his  part  in  it  were  unanimously  hailed  by  the  press  and  the 
public  at  its  premiere  March  29,  1961,  and  it  went  on  to  win  inter¬ 
national  awards. 

"The  unit  was  so  taken  by  him,  inspired  by  the  association 
with  him  during  his  last  months,  that  we  have  been  enthusiastic  about 
trying  to  portray  some  of  the  qualities  of  the  man  that  so  impressed 
us, "  Hyatt  said. 

"No  one  of  us  who  worked  with  him  during  that  last  year  will 
ever  forget  the  experience.  During  the  year  we  worked  together,  he  knew 
of  his  illness,  but  his  spirit  never  changed  and  he  gave  no  hint  of  what 
he  knew  was  happening  to  him.  When  he  finished  his  work  on  the  program 
in  March,  1961,  he  went  to  bed,  and  seven  weeks  later  he  was  gone. " 

The  new  program  will  afford  a  "warm  and  affectionate"  insight 
into  the  man  behind  the  on-screen  image,  according  to  Hyatt,  showing 
him  as  he  was  known  to  his  closest  friends  and  family,  the  off-screen 
personality  who  was  called  "Coop"  by  those  nearest  to  him. 

Many  persons  who  were  close  to  Cooper  will  talk  about  him  on- 
camera.  His  friends  ranged  from  film  stars  to  the  grips  on  the  set,  from 
royalty  to  Caribbean  skin-divers,  from  the  horsemen  who  rode  the  range 
with  him  to  Pablo  Picasso  and  the  brightest  names  in  international 
society.  A  representative  selection  will  take  part  in  the  program. 

Mrs.  Cooper  is  making  available  to  "Project  20"  a  considerable 
store  of  home  movies  she  took  of  her  husband,  Hyatt  said,  and  Cooper's 
friends  are  giving  "whole-hearted  support"  in  the  effort  to  do  a

Film  will  be  newly  made  in  many  of  the  places  Cooper  lived, 
including  the  Montana  ranch  where  he  spent  his  early  years,  and  in  many 
of  the  places  throughout  the  world  where  work  and  adventure  took  him. 

Archive  news  film  will  show  Cooper  skiing  with  his  wife  and 
daughter  at  Aspen,  Colo.;  Cooper  at  the  wedding  of  his  friend  James 
Stewart,  Cooper  entertaining  the  troops  in  New  Guinea  during  the  Second 
World  War,  Cooper  with  Queen  Elizabeth,  Cooper  testifying  as  a  friend 
of  the  court  before  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  in 
Washington,  Cooper  doing  a  comedy  circus  act  with  Buster  Keaton.  Stills 
depicting  his  early  years  also  will  be  used. 

Characteristic  sequences  from  those  of  his  popular  motion 
pictures  which  best  depict  the  Gary  Cooper  screen  personality  will  be 
shown.  His  major  roles  constituted  virtually  a  complete  gallery  of  the 
personalities  Americans  have  most  admired  and  loved:  pioneer,  cowboy, 
citizen-soldier,  pilot,  bashful  lover,  self-confident  adventurer,  and 
homespun  idealist  challenging  a  wicked  world. 

Cooper  was  born  May  7,  1901,  in  Helena,  Montana.  He  died  at 
his  home  in  Los  Angeles  May  13,  1961.  Newspapers  all  around  the  world 
put  the  story  of  his  death  on  the  front  page,  and  millions  of  all 
nationalities  read  it  with  a  deep  sense  of  personal  loss.  For  30  years 
he  had  been  one  of  the  great  box-office  stars  of  all  time. 

"Ours  will  not  be  just  another  Hollywood  story,  a  collection 
of  cuts  from  famous  films,  or  a  mere  then-he-starred-in  marathon, "  Hyatt 
said.  "Gary  Cooper  the  man  will  be  of  equal  importance  with  the  public 
personality.  We  hope  to  show  graphically  that  he  represented  to  the 
world  something  peculiarly  American. "

BEING  CASTRO  GOVERNMENT  PRISONER  FOR  MOST  OF  TWO  WEEKS  IN  HAVANA 
DID  NOT  DETER  NBC'S  ROBERT  MacNEIL  FROM  APPRAISING  TODAY'S  CUBA 

You  can  learn  a  lot  about  Cuba  today  from  two  weeks  In 

Havana  --  even  if  you  spend  most  of  the  time  as  a  prisoner  of  Fidel 

Castro's  Red  government. 

This  was  proved  by  the  observations  of  Robert  MacNeil,  NBC 
News  correspondent ,  who  was  released  last  week.  MacNeil  was  the  only 
staff  news  correspondent  of  any  U.  S.  news  organization  to  enter  Cuba 
since  the  crisis  developed. 

He  was  placed  under  house  arrest  after  arriving  from  Mexico 
City.  MacNeil  and  other  newsmen  were  kept  in  the  onetime  luxury 
hotel,  the  Capri.  Now,  MacNeil  reports,  the  former  gambling  house  at 
the  Capri  is  just  an  elaborate  bar,  with  only  the  square  lights  which 

once  hung  over  the  roulette  tables,  testifying  to  its  past. 

The  newsmen  were  allowed  the  use  of  only  one  floor  and  were 
strictly  supervised  by  armed  guards. 

The  Cubans  showed  no  discrimination  in  their  treatment  of 
newsmen,  however,  MacNeil  said.  Reporters  from  outside  the  United 
States  were  also  restricted  and  even  some  East  German  correspondents 
were  not  allowed  outside  Havana,  he  added. 

After  eight  days  at  the  Capri,  MacNeil  and  the  other  newsmen 
were  released  and  told  they  could  work.  But  four  days  later  they  were 
arrested  again  and  confined  to  a  Havana  jail.  MacNeil  conceded  the 
Havana  jail  "was  not  the  cleanest  place  in  the  world,"  but  that  it  was 
"not  a  hellhole."

His  last  two  days  in  Havana  were  spent  at  the  Capri  where 
the  reporters  were  allowed  the  run  of  the  building.  The  floor  show  there 
was  excellent,  MacNeil  said  --  "better  than  some  I  have  seen  in  Paris. 

The  girls  were  beautiful;  the  costumes  and  sets  were  excellent." 

During  his  period  of  freedom,  MacNeil  met  several  Cubans  who 
were  willing  to  talk  against  the  Castro  regime,  in  private  at  least. 

They  explained  that  every  neighborhood  has  a  committee  for  the  defense 
of  the  revolution  --  informers  who  report  regularly  to  the  state 
police.  If  anyone  escapes  from  jail,  MacNeil  said,  he  has  a  difficult 
time  finding  anyone  to  hide  him  --  the  committees  and  certain  shop¬ 
keepers  tell  the  police  of  any  strangers  in  the  neighborhood. 

It  is  impossible  to  buy  milk  in  the  city  of  Havana  although 
Castro  insists  that  every  Cuban  gets  a  liter  of  milk  each  day,  MacNeil 
said.  Food  shortages  are  apparent  everywhere  in  Cuba,  he  added.  The 
sugar  crop  in  1962  was  4.8  metric  tons,  compared  with  7.01  metric  tons 
in  the  peak  year  of  1946,  6.7  metric  tons  in  1951. 

MacNeil  learned  that  the  sugar  crop  failure  is  due  to  a 
number  of  factors:  Shortage  of  labor,  bad  weather,  some  sabotage  and 
incompetent  cane  cutting  by  amateur  cutters. 

Another  source  of  administrative  trouble  in  Cuba,  MacNeil 
speculated,  could  be  the  youth  and  lack  of  education  of  high-ranking 
officials.  Many  of  them  are  between  20  and  25  years  old;  most  have  not 
had  a  college  education,  MacNeil  noted. 

Cuban  bureaucrats,  although  committed  to  the  principles  of 
Communism,  are  not  averse  to  good  living,  MacNeil  observed,  i/tfhen  he 
dined  at  the  El  Toro  Restaurant,  a  lavish  show-place  high  above  Havana,

several  officers  of  the  revolution,  complete  with  pistols,  khakis  and 
beards,  trooped  in  to  treat  themselves  to  the  $10-and-up  dinners. 

Since  his  release  Nov.  16,  and  his  return  to  the  U.  S.  via 
Mexico  City,  MacNeil  has  related  some  of  his  experiences  and  judgments 
on  Cuba  on  such  NBC  News  programs  as  "Today, "  "Monitor"  and  "This  Is 
NBC  News,"  within  a  period  of  three  days.

NBC  International  is  participating  in  the  establishment  of  a 
television  service  for  the  newly  independent  Government  of  Jamaica,  it 
was  announced  today  by  Joseph  M.  Klein,  Director,  NBC  International. 

As  a  member  of  a  consortium  commissioned  by  the  Jamaica 
Broadcasting  Corporation,  NBC  International  is  providing  technical, 
financial,  management  and  programming  assistance. 

On-the-air  target  date  for  Jamaica's  first  TV  station  has  been 
set  for  late  Summer  of  1963.  The  program  schedule  will  begin  with 
four  hours  of  daily  transmission,  plus  special  educational  transmissions 
to  schools.  Advertising  on  the  station  will  be  permitted,  with  the 
commercial  messages  scheduled  for  time  segments  between  programs. 

NBC  International  also  helped  to  establish  the  first  tele¬ 
vision  stations  in  Kenya  and  Gibraltar,  where  transmissions  were 
inaugurated  in  October,  1962.  Sierra  Leone  and  Sudan  will  initiate 
television  in  1963*  also  with  the  assistance  of  NBC  International.

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NBC  NEWS  CAMERAMAN  GRANT  WOLF KILL,  FORMER  PRISONER  OF  LAOS  REDS, 
IS  ASSIGNED  TO  CHINA -INDIA  AREA  TO  C07SR  BORDER  WARFARE 


NBC  News  cameraman  Grant  Wolf kill,  who  was  a  prisoner  of 
Communist  forces  in  Laos  for  15  months,  has  been  assigned  to  the  China- 
India  area  where  he  will  cover  the  border  warfare. 

Wolfkill  has  been  recuperating  from  his  imprisonment  since 
last  August,  when  he  was  released,  and  has  been  in  Shelton,  Wash.,  at 
the  home  of  his  parents  since. 

While  a  passenger  aboard  a  helicopter,  Wolfkill  was  captured 
May  15*  1961,  when  the  craft  wa3  forced  down  behind  Red  lines.  Efforts 
to  secure  his  release  were  successful  Aug.  17*  1962. 

The  U.  S.  Army  awarded  the  cameraman  the  Medal  of  Freedom 
for  his  "boldness,  tenacity  and  courage"  in  helping  fellow  American 
prisoners  survive  the  brutalities  of  imprisonment. 

Wolfkill  will  be  based  in  Hong  Kong  on  this  new  assignment. 

He  will  be  working  with  James  Robinson,  NBC  News'  Far  East  correspondent, 
who  was  working  with  Wolfkill  in  Laos  at  the  time  of  the  capture.

WINDBREAKERS— NOT  TRENCHC OATS --ARE  THE  GARB  OF  CUBAN  SECURITY  AGENTS, 

NBC  NEWS'  ROBERT  MacNEIL  REPORTS  ON  "TODAY"  AFTER  HAVANA  DETENTION 

Windbreakers  and  not  trenchcoats  seem  to  be  the  uniform  of 
Cuban  security  agents,  according  to  NBC  News  Correspondent  Robert 
MacNeil . 

MacNeil,  who  appeared  on  NBC-TV's  "Today"  show  yesterday 
morning  (Monday,  Nov.  19)  arrived  in  this  country  Friday  night  (Nov.  16) 
after  spending  two  weeks  in  Havana,  mostly  as  a  prisoner. 

He  was  free  just  four  days  while  in  Havana,  and  then  was 
under  surveillance  and  followed  all  the  time. 

"They  have  young  guys  in  windbreakers  who  sort  of  lounge 
around  everywhere  and  follow  you,"  said  MacNeil. 

During  his  period  of  freedom,  MacNeil  noticed  that  Cubans 
brightened  perceptibly  when  they  learned  he  was  not  Russian. 

"They  don't  like  the  Russians,"  said  MacNeil.  "It's  probably 
chiefly  due  to  the  fact  that  they  identify  the  Russians  partly  with 
their  present  situation,  the  shortage  of  some  things  and  the  certainly 
inferior  types  of  consumer  goods  that  they're  getting  now  because  they're 
totally  dependent  upon  the  Communist  countries." 

The  city  people  especially,  who  like  a  good  time  and  nice 
things,  feel  strongly  when  these  things  are  taken  away.  As  an  example, 
MacNeil  said,  women  cannot  buy  lipstick  or  stockings  and  the  soap  is 
very  inferior.

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"All  of  these  very  ordinary  things  of  life  are  absent,"  said 
MacNeil,  "and  I  think  they  identify  the  Russians  with  that." 

Discussing  the  American  quarantine  of  Cuba,  MacNeil  said  he 
encountered  no  popular  hostility  to  it,  adding: 

"Although  the  regime  has  been  plugging  this  very  strong,  the 
Cubans  so  far  have  not  been  very  susceptible  to  the  propaganda,  except 
the  people  who  are  convinced  supporters  of  Castro. 

"But,  on  the  contrary,  the  blockade  has  worked  somewhat  to 
their  advantage  because  a  lot  of  the  nicer  Cuban  foodstuffs  that  were 
being  shipped  out  to  the  Communist  countries  have  not  been  going  out. 
And  so  recently,  they  have  been  able  to  get  orange  juice  and  even 
lobsters . "

Special  NBC  News  Documentary  on  Building  of  Escape  Route  Under 
Berlin  Wall  Will  Be  Sponsored  by  Gulf  Oil  Corporation 

FOR  RELEASE  MONDAY  A.M.,  DEC.  3 

"The  Tunnel, "  a  special  90-minute  NBC  News  documentary  on 
the  building  of  an  escape  route  under  the  Berlin  Wall  which  resulted 
in  the  rescue  of  59  refugees  from  East  Germany,  will  be  presented  on  the 
NBC  Television  Network  Monday,  Dec.  10,  8:30  to  10  p.m.  EST.  The 
program  will  be  sponsored  by  the  Gulf  Oil  Corporation. 

Originally  scheduled  for  Oct.  31,  the  program  was  postponed 
within  24  hours  after  the  outbreak  of  the  crisis  over  the  installation 
of  Soviet  missile  bases  in  Cuba.  NBC  undertook  the  postponement  on 
its  own  initiative  to  avoid  the  remotest  possibility  that  the  program 
could  be  used  as  a  pretext  to  aggravate  the  unusual  tension  produced 
by  the  Cuban  crisis. 

Again  on  the  basis  of  its  own  judgment,  NBC  believes  the 

time  is  appropriate  to  reschedule  the  program,  which  offers  not  only  a 

vivid  insight  into  one  of  the  world's  continuing  major  problems  but  an 

extraordinary  testament  to  human  courage  and  the  will  to  be  free. 

The  digging  of  the  450-foot  tunnel  was  about  a  month  and  60 

feet  along  when  NBC  News  learned  of  its  existence  early  last  Summer  and 

made  arrangements  for  filming.  In  producing  "The  Tunnel,"  NBC  News 

undertook  the  most  stringent  precautionary  measures  --  first,  to  avoid 

adding  to  the  risk  of  the  project  while  it  was  under  way  and  later,  in 

editing  the  film,  to  remove  or  mask  any  footage  showing  identifiable 

diggers  or  refugees  without  their  consent,  and  to  avoid  any  risk  to  the 

general  security  of  such  escape  operations.

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The  safeguards  taken  during  the  filming  were  supervised  and 
approved  by  the  student  leaders  themselves,  who  had  the  most  direct 
possible  personal  stake  In  the  tunnel's  security.  Ihe  complete 
effectiveness  of  these  precautions  was  demonstrated  by  the  safe 
completion  of  the  project  --  the  most  successful  of  dozens  of  tunnel¬ 
ing  attempts  under  the  Berlin  Wall. 

After  first-hand  briefings  from  NBC  on  the  extent  of  these 
safeguards  during  and  after  the  filming,  the  West  Berlin  Senate  issued 
a  statement  on  Oct.  20  acknowledging  NBC's  assurances  and  adding: 

"In  its  attitude,  the  Senate  respects  that  NBC  is  guided  by 
the  wish  to  bring  by  an  authentic  report  to  the  public  of  the  United 
States  a  direct  impression,  which  is  in  the  interest  of  Berlin.  The 
decision  to  show  this  documentary  naturally  lies  with  NBC  alone." 

Three  days  later,  support  for  NBC's  plans  to  broadcast  the 
film  came  from  Ernst  Lemmer,  West  Germany's  Federal  Minister  for  All- 
German  Affairs,  whose  post  in  the  Adenauer  Cabinet  deals  with  relations 
between  East  and  West  Germany.  A  statement  issued  by  his  Ministry’s 
office  in  Berlin  described  NBC’s  assurances  on  the  security  aspects 
of  the  film,  and  added: 

"Minister  Lemmer  stressed  that  he  had  not  given  any  comment 
on  the  disputed  showing.  However,  he  could  only  welcome  it  if  the 
events  in  Berlin  were  reported  to  the  world  public  as  extensively  and 
precisely  as  possible." 

The  film  footage  within  the  tunnel  --  6,000  feet,  or  some 
three  hours  of  unedited  running  time  --  was  shot  over  a  period  of
